The  Committee  appointed  to  prepare  tire  usual  estimate  of 
the  sum  required  for  the  support  of  the  Public  Schools  of  the 
First  School  District  of  Pennsylvania,  for  the  year  commencing 
January  1st  and  ending  December  31st,  1359, 

RESPECTFULLY  REPORT, 

That  they  have  received  from  the  several  Sectional  Boards 
and  Committees  of  this  Board,  estimates  of  the  amount  required 
for  the  support  of  the  Public  Schools,  and  herewith  is  submitted 
a statement  marked  A,  showing  the  amount  asked  for,  as  also  a 
statement  marked  B,  showing  the  amount  deemed  necessary  by 
your  Committee.  The  number  of  pupils  belonging  to,  those 
waiting  admission,  and  the  average  attendance,  may  also  be  seen 
by  the  statements  referred  to. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  sum  of  $146,388  is  asked  for  the 
erection  of  new  school  buildings.  Since  Consolidation,  there 
has  been  but  one  building  erected,  which  cost  $3,500.  The 
Committee  are  impressed  with  the  great  necessity  which  exists 
in  the  want  of  better  accommodations  for  our  schools,  and  insert 
the  amounts  asked  for  by  the  different  Sectional  Boards.

For  the  item  of  books  and  stationery,  §55,000  is  asked.  It 
■will  be  observed  that  there  are  58,321  pupils  in  our  day  schools, 
and  for  three  months  in  the  year,  there  is  an  average  attendance 
of  nearly  7,000  pupils  in  the  night  schools;  all  of  which  are 
supplied  with  the  necessary  books  and  stationery  for  the  prose- 
cution of  their  studies.  The  appropriation  for  this  purpose  has 
been  for  three  consecutive  years  reduced  by  Councils,  until  the 
aggregate  has  reached  the  sum  of  §33,000.  During  the  last 
four  months,  it  has  been  found  impossible  by  the  Board  to 
furnish  the  books  most  urgently  asked  for  by  the  various  Sec- 
tions, on  account  of  said  reduction. 

The  explanations  of  the  item  ‘ 4 Repairs  and  Additions,”  will 
be  found  on  Statement  B. 

The  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 
Resolution. 

Resolved , That  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  be  informed  that  the  sum  of  Five  hundred  and 
seventy-two  thousand,  one  hundred  and  ninety-six  dollars, 
(§572,196,)  will  be  required  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  Public 
Schools  of  the  First  School  District  of  Pennsylvania,  and  one 
hundred  and  forty-six  thousand,  three  hundred  and  eighty-eight 
dollars,  for  the  erection  of  school  buildings  during  the  ensuing 
year,  (1859.)
